THE FISHER’S PAR? "'SE 


Thea MUU Ln, COLUMBIA SUPPLIES 
SPORT OR MONEY. 


The Great Fretted Coast of the Pact 
fic Province Has Everything From 
the Sardine to the Whale, and the 
Wealth That Swirns Beneath the 
Waves Is Almost Incalculable— 
Fringe of Industry Not Touched. 


“If it’s sport you want, good fishin’ 
}and huntin’, you'd best come back 
| with me.” 

The speaker was a fisherman from 
British Columbia, » man who had his 
sport and earned his bread in a little 
fishing smack on the Fraser River 
and along the Pacific coast. He had 
come back east to see ‘‘the folks,” 
and they had expected him to stay, 
but he would not, no, not yet. Maybe 
jin a few years, when he was too old 
| to fish, or do much of anything, he 


might come back, but he did not 
| know. There was a somethip in 
| the swish of the tide and the sy at 


| the ocean and the rock of his~ .tle 
| fishing smack out there that was a- 
| calling to him, and he wanted to go. 
| Many a tourist who has visited the 
Pacific coast and who has been for- 
| tunate enough to see the fishing boats 
| leave Steveston on a Sunday evening 
| will understand the desire of the fish- 
| ermen to return to the life that woud 
jalways be a-calling him. Hundreds 
| of boats gather in for the close time, 
| which is from six o'clock Saturday 
Morning until six o'clock Sunday 
| evening, to allow the fish to get a 
the rivers to tus spawning ground. 
| Promptly at the hour of release the 
little white sailboats, like a flock of 
large birds, unfurl their wings and 
skim out over the water. At first 
they appeir to be going together, but

pose bent. 


one of the leading industries of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and there are some 
twelve thousand men engaged in fish- 
ing and in the canneries, the fringe 
of the industry has not yet been cut, 
Rome idea of where British Columbia 
will stand in this industry in the fu- 
ture may be gleaned from the fact 
that, although the average annual out- 
put for several yeurs has been over 
six million dollars, 80 per cent. of 
this is credited to salmon alone, 
| which, except halibut, is the only fish 
that has been taken in large quanti- 
ties for commercial purposes, 

The reason that the salmon has 
fallen such an easy victim to man is 
due to its habits, and, by the way, 
the name salmon does not properly 
belong to any fish in the Pacific. 
However, they have become the com- 
mercial salmon of the world, The 
so-called salmon is similar in form 
and habits to those found in the At- 
lantic, but their life history is differ- 
ent, that is, so far as it is known, 
which as yet is but slightly. But 
that slightly reveals what man would 
call a tragedy. Maybe in fish life 
it is not. 

The Sock-eye or Blueback salmon 
is commercially the most important 
fish in British Columbia, and, like the 
other kinds of salmon, it generally 
deposits the spawn in lake fed or lake 
\feeding streams, the first of the run 
{pushing up to the extreme head 
waters, This run is where the tra- 
|gedy begins. Every fourth year is 
called “the big year,” the following 
year “the lean year.” Why this is 
s© no one can tell, although many 
theories have been offered. On this 
fourth year the run in the Fraser 
River has been known to be so great 
that the fish have crowded and shov- 
ed in their eagerness to get up until 
some have been left on the banks to 
{die, and others have been bruised 
jand battered in the crowd. But many 
{fish reach the desired spawning 
grounds, and here is the fish tra- 
|gedy. As soon as the spawn is de 
posited the fish die, both male and 
female. Some mad impulse urges 
them on until they fulfil their mis- 
sion in life, and then maybe they 
hear the call to the ‘fishes’ para- 
dise” where men do not fish. Any- 
way, whatever happens, they die with- 
out a struggle. A peculiar feature 
of this large run every fourth year, 
in the Fraser is that it has no marked 
counterpart in any other river in the 
province or on the coast, 

No one has yet been able to tell the 
life history of the young. It is not 
known how long they live in the fresh 
water before going out to sea, nor is 
anything known of their feeding 

rounds in the salt water. It is be- 
ieved they must live in the open sea, 
for they are never found iu the bays 
and inlets, which are so numerous 
along the coast, nor is anything seen 
of them again until the fourth year, 
when there is another mad rush for 
the head waters ,and after that dead 
fish line the shore or flout, belly up, 
down the river. 
Fishermen claim that fish have 
been marked in the big year when on 
their way back to the ocean and that 
the same fish have been caught the 
fourth year after. This, however, 
has pot been authenticated.

Socialism

The many who wended their way 
up to Strathmore hall on Thnrsday 
evening in the expectation of hear- 
ing a good lecture were not d's- 
appointed, for the lecture on 
** Socialism " delivered by Mr. C. 
M. O'Brien, who holds the distine- 
tion of being the only Socialist in 
the Alberta Legislature, was a very 
clear-headed and logical explanation 
of scientific Socialism, though it was 
not the kind of lecture that would 
make many converts. However, as 
Mr. O'Brien said, he did not expect 
to make Socialists all at once. 
Scientific like any 
other of the sciences, it required a 
great deal of study, and all he 
hoped to do that evening was to 
arouse in their minds some interest 
in the subject, so that in the future 
they might study it. The science of 
Sociology was a very important one. 
In the past it had always been 
taught from the view-point of the 
master class. Some 50 years ago 
however, Kar! M: rx made a study 
of Socialism from the standpoint of 


Socialism was 


the wage earning class, and called 
it Socialism, and it was the true 
view-point on Sociology. It was 
divided into three phases, the 


materialistic concept of history, the 


measure of value, und the class 
struggle. Inthe history we used 
to get in rhe schools, and which 


was still taught, we heard all about 


kings and queens and people in 
high places, but never a word 
about the masses of the people, 
who were really making the history 
of the people, Socialism took bis- 
tory from the view point of th 
people. With regard to measure 
ing value, yon could ask 99 people 


out of a hundred what it meant and 


they could not tell you, and yet it 
was one of the most important 
things in our economic existence 
It wis not taught for the reason 


that the master class did not wa 
the worker to find out 
produced, and how much he got tor 
it, because there would be a revolu- 
tion once he found out. With 
regard to the third phase, capitalism 
had divided the people into two 
classes, one, a very 
which owned the means of produc- 
tion, and the wage earning class.

London.—-Four days of the most un- 
inspiring debate ever given to a meas- 
ure involving a great constitutional | 
reform came to a ‘conclusion when 
Premier Asquith applied the closure, 
and the second reading of the veto 
bill was passed by a majority of 125, 
the vote being 368 to 243, 

Prior to this the house took a di- 
vision on Austin Chamberlain's 
amendment, with a majority of 131 
against it. 

The figures on the veto bill were 
greeted with prolonged cheers, after 
which the bill, on the premier’s mo- 
tion, was committed to a committee of 
the whole house for this stage, which 
was likely to be deferred for some 
4]. to enable the government to dis- 

= of financial business, 

“the opposition leaders are drafting 
an elaborate series of amendments. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment, which 
was defeated, was moved recently on 
behalf of the opposition. It declared | 
that the house would welcome the) 
introduction of a bill which, while) 
reforming the composition of the 
house of lords, maintained its inde- 
pendence as a second chamber, but 
declined to proceed with a measure 
which stnced all effective legislative 
authority in the hands of a_ single 
chamber, and offered no safeguard 
against grave changes made without 
the consent of the people. 

The appearance of Mr. Balfour in 
the debate gave a temporary fillip to} 
the otherwise dull proceedings, and 
although not in the best of form the 
former premier kept the interest 
alive, not always, however, to the 
complete advantage of his party. For 
instance, expatiating on the value 
of hereditary principles, he exclaim- 
ed: “Let it be our servant; let it no 
longer be our master!’ This admis- 
sion was received with a burst of 
laughter. 

Pending the committee stage of the

B. C. IS KEEPING UP THE BARS 


Still Maintains the Act Placing Bar. 
riers on all Outside 
Companies 
Victoria, B. C.—The second session 
of the twelfth legislature of British 
Columbia has prorogued. The chief 
measures passed during the seven 
weeks’ session were making provision 
for the future provincial university 
and establishing the railway charters 
by that department instead of secur- 
ing a separate act of the legislature 
in each case, as well as framing new 
resolutions for the greater safety of 

men working in coal mines. 

The companies’ act was amended 
by making it slightly less expensive 
for outside companies to secure li- 
censes to do business in this pro- 
vince, but the attorney general was 
emphatic in the declaration that Lli- 
cense fees will continue to be col- 
lected from outside companies despite 
the criticism to which this policy has 
been subjected in other parts of Can- 
ada, and particularly from Ontaorio. 

The expenditure of British Colum- 
bia for the current fiseal year will be 
over twelve millions. Of this amount 
about seven millions will be used in 
the construction of roads to open up 
the country for settlement.

last year’s high record Mr. Field- 
ing will be able to show that every 
item of capital expenditure for public 
works, etc., has been met out of the 
revenue, and nearly the whole of the 
year’s expenditure of about $25,000,- 
000 on the National ‘I ranscontinental 
railway as well. 

For the eleven months of the fiscal 
|year the revenue has totalled $104,- 
02,705, which is an increase of $14,- 
618,245 over the corresponding eleven 
months of 1909-10. For the whole of 
the present year, it is estimated that 
the total revenue will run close to 
$117,000,000. 

The expenditure will probably be 
about $36,000,000, On capital account 
the expenditure has been $28,604,934, 
a decrease of $1,384,601, as compared 
with the corresponding period of the 
preceding fiscal year 

Including both consolidated fund 
and capital expenditures, the total 
amount spent has been less than the 
revenue by nearly $5,000,000. The net 
debt of the Dominion at the end of 
February was $751.955.198 a decrease 
of nearly $2,000,000 during the month 
TheFebruary revenue totalled $9,491,- 
997, and increase of $1,518,060.

Total Mineral Production of Canada 
Amounts to Over 105 Millions

Ottawa, Ont.—According to a report 
just issued by the mines branch, the 
total mineral production of the Do- 
minion for the calendar year 1910 was 
$105,040,958, which was an increase of 
$13,200,517, or upwards of 14 per cent., 
The production of gold was $10,224, 
910; copper, $7,209,517; pig iron, $11,- 
245,620; nickel, $11,181,310; — silver, 
$17,106,604; asbestos, $2,476,558; coal, 
$29,811,750; natural gas, $1,512,614; 
cement, $6,414,315; lime, $1,131,407, 
and stone,

creased production in all the prov- 
inces except New Brunswick, which 
showed a falling off of less than 
$100,000. Nova Scotia increased from 
$12,504,810 to $14,054,534; Quebee from

(Gen. xviii, 
9-14.) We look onward to Elizabeth 
and Zacharias and note the unbe- 
lief of the latter (Luke i, 15-20), and 
yet in their case it came to pass also. 
So we are taught to “Be not afraid, 
only believe,” (Mark v, 36), and re- 
ly on Jer, xxxiii, 3 

It may have been that the child 
became too much of an idol—we do 
not know—but one day in the field 
with the reapers he complained of 
his head, was carried home and died

on his mother’s knees ut noon. She 
laid the little body on Elisha’s bed, 
shut the door, and without telling 


her husband why, she made all pos- 
sible speed to the man of God, who 
was then at Mount Carmel. Seeing 
her afar off, he sent his servant Ge- 
hazi to inquire of her if it was well 
with her and her husband and the 
child. Her reply was: “It is well,” 
but she hurried on until she came to 
Elisha, and she held him fast by his 
}feet, and with the very words which 
Elisha himself used to Elijah she 
clung to him until he arose and went 
with her (verse 30, with chapter ii, 
2, 4, 6) 

Gehazi preceded them and laid the 
staff of Elisha upon the child, but 
there was no effect upon the child, no 
response, neither voice nor hearing. 
When Elisha came he went in and 
shut the door and prayed unto the 
Lord and then stretched himself upon 
the child, mouth to mouth, eyes to 
eves, hands to hands, and the flesh 
of the child) waxed warm. After 
walking to and fro in the house he 
again stretched himself upon the 
child, and the child sneezed seven 
times and opened his eyes. The 
mother was called, and with grati- 
tude that cannot be described she 
took up her son and went out 

The next verses describe a deliver- 
ance from death that might have 
taken away many, and the chapter 
closes with a miraculous multiplica- 
tion of bread—life given, life restored, 
life saved, life sustained, completing 
nine instances thus far of the power 
of God seen through Elisha. Elisha 
was to this woman a man of God, a 
\holy man of God (verses 9, 16, 21, 22, 
25, 27); not so Gehazi. She saw some- 
thing of God in Elisha. He was to 
her in God's stead. We are here in 
|Christ’s stead, and people should see 
something of Him in us (II Cor. iv, 
11; v, 20). Let the woman's pressing 
on to Elisha remind us that we must 
come to God Himself through Jesus 
Christ alone and not through any 
mortal man, 

Ordinances may be as useless as 
Elisha’s staff. It is life that is need- 
ed, though there may be life associat- 
jed with ordinances in the hands of 
some, but not through such as Gehazt 

Compure the story of Elijah bring- 
ing a hoy to Nite in I Kings, xvii, 19- 
22, and note the parallels of the 
jprophet alone with the child, the 
child in the prophet’s bed, the prayer, 
stretching himself upon the child. 
!May we earnestly covet such lives of 
nearness to God as these men lived 
and be used of Him to bring life to 
many dead souls. There must be the 
“alone with God,’ the believing 
prayer, the persistent waiting upon 
God, the close personal touch of life 
itself, not of a rod or staff, even 
though it be that of a prophet 

Spurgeon used to say that this 
stretching of oneself to a child was 
the hardest kind—a stretching down- 
ward to make yourself as far as pos- 
sible one with the child; seeing, 
speaking and handling things as the 
child would; putting yourself in his 
place.
